The state complete (unofficial ) gave 
Coolidge 317,769 and Long 193,614. 
| Long carried Boston by 5,149, receiv- 
ing 47,529 to 42,380 for Coolidge. 

The vote for Coolidge was the largest 
ever received by a candidate for gov- 
ernor in this state. 

State Ticket Carried. 

The vote for Coolidge was so over- 
whelming that it carried in the entire 
Republican state ticket, notwithstand-

Mr. Long threw up the sponge even 
\before some of the polls closed, and 
declared Mr. Coolidge had been elected 
by 150,000 plurality. Mr. Long’s ex- 
aggerated figures were attributed to 
disappointment over the showing of 
Boston in particular and other centers 
he had been led to believe would give 
him a sizeable increase over last yéar's.

Coolidge, who ordered out the 
state guards, put down the criminals 
and restored law and order was op- 
posed by a man who pledged himself, 
if elected, to put back on the pay rolls 
the 1,200 policemen whom Coolidge dis- 
missed. 

Radicalism campaigned against Cool- 
idge and went down to bitter defeat. 
The “law and order” slogan of Gov. 
Coolidge brought out a Reavy Repub- 
lican vote. 

Edwards Leads in Jersey. 

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 5.—With re- 
turns missing from only 146 districts 
in the entire state and ninety-eight of 
those in Hudson county, normally 
strongly Democratic, Edward I. Ed- 
wards,- Democrat, had a lead of 1,395 
over Newton A. K. Bugbee, Republican 
candidate for governor, at 2:15 o’clock 
this morning. Edwards’ total was 188,- 
978 and’ that of Bugbee 187,583. 

Edwards’ vote in 251 districts out of 
334 in Hudson county was 40,800, while 
that of Bugbee was only 15,843. | 

In Essex county reports which came 
in before midnight, indicated Edwards 
would carry the county and upset the 
Republican hope of a 3,000 plurality 
for their candidate. Edwards swept 
Newark and several of the towns out- | 
side, notably Irvington, a Republican 
stronghold.

Ohio teday voted to remain in the dry 
column, apparently by a majority three 
times as great as that by which it first 
voted prohibition a year ago. 

At midnight Secretary of State Smith 
declared that dry majorities on the 
four prohibition proposals voted upon 
today would reach 75,000. The vote a 
year ago was dry by 25,000. 

Uphold Federal Law. 

In addition to voting to retain state- 
wide prohibition Ohio voted to uphold 
the state legislature in its ratification 
of the federal prohibition amendment; 
voted favorably on a referendum on 
the Crabbe prohibition enforcement bill 
passed by the last legislature, and de- 
feated a proposed constitutional 
amendment which would have permit- 
ted the manufacture and sale of beer 
containing 2.75 per cent alcohol. 

All four of the proposals voted on 
today were initiated by the wets, who 
claimed that the votes of the returned 
soldiers would put Ohio back into the 
wet column. 


“Glad Soldiers Gave Aid.” 

J. A. White, manager of the Ohio 
Dry federation declared that all four 
proposals had been carried by the drys 
by 75,000 on each.

Manager White added. 

L. H. Gibson, manager of the Ohio 
Home Rule association, the wet or- 
ganization, issued a statement at Cin- 
cinnati in which he conceeded that 
the drys had carried three of the four 
prohibition proposals. He contended 
that the vote was close on the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment per- 
mitting the manufacture of beer con- 
taining 2.75 per cent alcohol, with the 
chances favoring the wets. 

Drys ‘Gain in Cincinnati. | 
The returns showed consistent dry 
gain in almost every section of. the 
state, with the exception of Cleveland 
and Youngstown. The drys made a 
gain of more than 2,000 votes over last 
jyear in Cincinnati, and showed large 
gains in many of the. smaller cities and 
in the rural districts. 

The wets made a gain of 9,000 in 
Cleveland and smaller gains in Youngs- 
town.

Nonpartisan Bill Is 
Adopted in Spite 
of Machines. 


Independent voters, — men an@ 
women—won a decisive victory yes 
terday over the combined political ma- 
chines and the intrenched strength 
of most of the present aldermen. 

In the face of this powerful oppo- 
sition, Chicago’s system of electing its 
city council was reconstructed when 
the electorate by a binding referendum 
vote placed in effect the new [Illinois 
statutes creating the nonpartisan 
method of electing aldermen and sub- 
stituting for the ancient thirty-five 
ward, two aldermen to a ward idea, 
fifty wards of equal population, -with 
a single alderman from each ward, 
elected for a two year term. The fifty 
ward plan won by a narrow margin.

Two of these have 
claimed that they never did sign the 
Hearst “contracts” and three or four 
others had no opposition to speak of. 


Makeup of Convention, 


On the face of the returns at mid- 
night, the constitutional convention 
will be composed of eighty-one dele- 
gates elected as Republicans, and twen- 
ty-one elected as Democrats. Of the 
Republicans, fifty-five are from down- 
state districts and twenty-six are from 
Cook county. Of the Democrats, nine 
are from the downstate and twelye are 
from Cook county. Under the decision 
of the attorney general, in construing 
the constitution, the legislature was 
not permitted to provide for a non- 
partisan method of elecing delegates, 
to provide that 
they be nominated by the political par- 
ties in direct primaries. 


7 The Results Downstate. 

In the downstate districts the can- 
didates nominated by whichever politi- 
cal party was dominant in a district, 
as a usual thing, were elected to the 
constitutional convention. Where the 
Hearst interests had marked candi- 
date for certain defeat these candi- 
dates were elected—notably in the 
Joliet, Kankakee, and Springfield dis- 
tricts.

YESTERDAY’S ELECTION. 


According to its custom, election bulletins were 
displayed last night by THE TRIBUNE.

The returns on the conven- 
tion delegates show the election of good men and 
indicate that the convention is to have members 
capable of sound and vigorous leadership. We 
are inclined to think the convention is to repre- 
sent an intelligence and character nationally 
Superior to the normal level of our politics, and 
We are encouraged to hope for such a revision of 
the fundamental law as will justify the appro 
of the state. 
For Chicago the bonds necessary to carry for- 
ward the great constructive plan for a city com- 
_ mensurate with our ambitions have been voted by 
the people. This was for Chicago the big issue and 
the voters have risen to it with spirit. Upon this 
vote let Chicago go forward to build a city more 
spacious, beautiful, and worthy of our dreams. 
_ At this writing the fifty ward measure isn ‘doubt. 
It is to be hoped that it passed as a corrective to 
the present gerrymander. The nonpartisan bill is 
in doubt, and comment on these results as evidance 
of our local political tendencies must be deferred.

The power of any class in this country must be 
subordinate to the power of all the people. If a 
minority, a very small minority, of the people, su¢h | 
as a few thousand men in a great city who have 
been employed by the community to protect it from 
violence and disorder, agi€e to refuse this duty 
collectively and abruptly—that is, to strike—this 
minority makes use of the special situation the 
public has placed it in, the special power the pub- 
lic has given it, to turn this special power and 
advantage against the public. 

This is rule of the majority by the minority, a 


in our democracy as would be the rule of a band 
of mercenaries employed by an autocrat. 

If a minority, a very small minority, of the whole 
people are given employment operating the trans- 
portation agencies of the country, upon which not 
merely the life of most of the business but even the 
lives of a large proportion of the people are directly 
dependent, and if this minority agree together to 
leave their posts at one and the same time—not 
because they wish to leave the occupation but be- 
cause they intend to bring overwhelming pressure 
to bear to compel the granting of demands—then 
they are setting up rule of the majority by a minor. 
ity. 

If one man called himself king or emperor and, 
surrounding himself by a few supporters calling 
themselves dukes, counts, barons, were to impose 
their will wpon us, we should see clearly the situa- 
tion and cast off their rule. But rule of a minority 
imposed by force does not change its nature by 
changing its name. Every autocrat rules—in his 
own opinion—for the highest purposes, by divine 
right or in the name of justice. But the American 
republic is an organization of all the people and if 
it cannot fully guarantee minorities against injus- 
tice of a majority it will at least alm to guarantee 
the majority against rule by a minority. It has re- 
pudiated the older forms of minority rule, monarchy 
and aristocracy. It is constantly fighting against 
what it calls plutocracy, the domination of a minor- 
ity holding greatly concentrated financial power, 
and it will fight every other form of minority dom- 
ination. 

It will fight and it will win. Organized labor 
leadership is losing ground and preparing its own 
defeat in just the degree that it is permitting radi- 
caliam to place it in antagonism to the will and 
interest of the whole people, the nation.

‘ CONTINUE FIGHT ON 
MALARIA. 
HE first week in October mosquitoes 
still were abroad and biting in 
southern Kansas and Oklahoma. 
At that they may not have been 


spreading malaria. In the first place, the 
mosquitoes of that section may not be 
infected with inalaria, or the percentage 
infected with malaria may be small. 
the second place, the malarial parasite 
does not mature in mosquitoes after the 
nights become cool. 


In 


The probability is that very few persons 


are infected with malaria by mosquitoes 
after the middle of November in any part 
of the United States. So far from this 
being a reason for suspending the fight 
against malaria, it demands renewed ef- 
fort. If the people with malaria would 
all be cured up this winter there would 
be no infected person to infect the mos- 
quitoes nekt spring. 


The difficulty in getting everybody 


cured properly is that malaria ceases to 
produce symptoms after two or three 
days of quinine. Although there are no 
symptoms, the blood still contains many 
parasites, relapses are likely to occur, 
and mosquitoes biting such persons prob- 
ably will become infected. : 


Curing the chills is one process, curing 


the infection is another. Carter says 
that observations by foreign 
prove that if the treatment is not kept 
up for two and one-half months, re- 
lapse, either with chills or abundant 
parasites in the blood, is certain to occur 
within sixty days.

Breaking the chills is easy. A simple 


purge and twenty grains of quinine a 
day for three days wil] do that. 
even be done with chill tonics. The im- 
portant point is to pérsuade the people 
who no longer have chills to go on with 
the treatment for their own sakes and for 
the sakes of their families and rs

Several methods ter. taking quinine 


after the chills stage have been pro- 
posed. Recently we printed the Bass 
plan, which consists of ten grains of 
quinine each night at bedtime for eighty 


nights. 

Here is another plan—one proposed by 
Mayrue. To break the chills, forty 
grains of quinine a day for five days. It 
does not matter when it is given with 
reference to the chill hour. This is fol- 
lowed by twenty grains a day for ten 
days. This amount of quinine will com- 
pletely break the chills and cause the 
person to feel that he is cured. The re- 
mainder of the treatment is given to pre- 
vent relapses and to make it so that the 
blood will not infect mosquitoes. Ten 
grains of quinine are given each night for 
twenty nights. This is followed by five 
grains a night for forty nights. 


I do not think this method, good as it 
is, is equal to the Bass method. . Ordi- 
nary people in ordinary malarial sec- 
tions do not require forty grains of’ 
quinine a day for five days to break 
chills, although that dosage is proper for 
persons intensely infected. In the second 
place, twenty grains a day for ten days 
is too much, except in the intensely

A PLAIN, UNVARNISHED TALE. 
Chicago, Oct. 26.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—I have been a railroad employé 
for twenty-eight years and a member of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen 
and the Order of Railway Conductors 
twenty-seven years and am now & mem- 
ber of the conductors, having left the 
trainmen shortly after I became @ con- 
ductor. We are not affiliated with the 
A. F. of L. and I hope we: never will be. 
We have never broken a contract and 
cannot afford to affiliate with organiza- 
tions that do. We have no slugging or 
grafting business agents who can call & 
strike any time it pleases their fancy. 
We are not “ parlor bolshevik” and do 
not rave about the “ toiling masses” and 
“ynearned increment,” but the majority 
of us are intensely loyal to the company 
we work for, and it is very seldom that 
any grievances we may have are not 
fairly adjusted by our local committee, 
composed of fellow workers and the 
division officers of the road. We receive 
less pay per hour than a hodcarrier, 
mason, or carpenter, yet it takes many 
years of hard, dangerous work before 
we are intrusted with the care of a valu- 
able freight train worth thousands and 
thousands of dollars, and many more 
years before we are permitted to run a 
passenger train with its load of human 
freight. Passenger conductors are paid 
$6 per day, or $180 per month, and any- 
thing over that is earned by working 
overtime at the rate of 75 cents per 
hour. Overtime means after ten hours 
in most cases, as few passenger crews 
ate paid on an eight hour’basis. Only 
crews working eight hours without any 
rest period are allowed an eight hour 
day, and few crews do this. Our work 
is not hard or disagreeable, usnally, and 
conditions good and pay satisfactory if 
the cost of living would return to nor- 
mal. Our uniforms formerly cost from 
$19 to $21. They are now $60, and not 
as good in quality. My rent was $37.50, 
and the same place is now $47.50 and not 
heated and taken care of as satisfactorily 
as before. This is about all, except a 
little in regard to the Plumb plan for 
running the roads Few employés I 
have talked to are in favor of it, and 
nearly all would like to see the roads 
turned back to the owners under govern- 
ment supervision.

Drank Poison Alcohol? 

Yet, despite it all, there was amity 
between the two women.

Mrs. Schultz, 
who worked for the J. P. Smith Shoe 
company, came Friday night to visit 
Mrs. Krzeminski. The hospitality of 
the house and the cellar was accorded 
her. And the women lingered long

Saturday Mrs. Schultz did not care 
to go to work.

“T have known Mrs. Krzeminski for 
two years and she has not been en- 
tirely happy with her husband,” he 
said, “She has even made love to me.

Sees Pair in Quarrel. 


“A few minutes after I arrived Dr. 
Krzeminski came in. He criticised his 
wife for her intoxication. She flew at 
him, called him names and went into 
a violent rage. I gave them a pre- 
scription and left. 

“The prescription contained a small 
Percentage of strychnine, but not 
enough to kill. 

“This morning the, same little girl 
called me up and said her mother was 
dying. But I thought it was another 
false alarm—I have had many of them, 
you know—and I didn’t answer the call. 
At noon the police told me both women 
were dead. 

“ Dr. Krzeminski paid no attention to 
the young man who was in the home 
Monday night. He didn’t even appear 
to notice him. It is possible the alco- 
hol, diluted by the wines, caused the 
deaths.” 

Dr. W. D. MeNally, coroner’s chem- 
ist, asserted last night that it would 
be impossible for him to determine the 
cause of death until late today. The 
vital organs d been removed by Dr. 
W. H. Burmeister, coroner’s physician, 
who made the post-mortem examina- 
tions. 


Sleeps Amid Tragedy. 

Dr. Krzeminski told of sending Mar- 
tha to Shure’s drug store in Western 
avenue with the prescription. He gave 
his wife two of the pills, he said, al- 
though the prescription called for only 
one to be given every half hour. He 
did not follow out the prescription. He 
did not wait half an hour and give her 
another. He went to bed. 

About 3:30 Martha aroused him and 
told him that Mrs. Schultz was groan- 
ing.

Leaves Dead in House. 

He waited. At 10:10 o’clock his wife 
followed his friend, and he left the 
house. 

It was about 11:30 when he entered 
the undertaking rooms of Anton A.

“Tony,” he said, “ my wife is dead.” 

“I know you're lying,” said Pochisk.

In sections where the chinch bug ap- 
peared last summer, they will be found 
in grasses along the roads.des and 
fence rows, ravines, and waste places, 


Most of them w.!] be found in these 
places near infested corn, sorghum, 


may be found in bunches of grass a 
considerable distance from such elds. 
They can be detected by examining the 
ed grasses which gather at the 
base of the plants of bluestem and 
clumps of other grasses. : 

The oniy practical way to destroy 
these pests is by burning the trash 
along fence rows and bunches of grass 
in which they are present. Late fall 
and early winter is the best time to 
do the most effective work, as it pro- 
tects both wheat and corn. 

The success in destroying the chinch 
bug depends on coiperative work 
among all of the farmers in.the com- 
munities in which the insect is pres- 
ent. The work must be done thor- 
oughly by firing the infested grasses |
